Thousands of gardeners 
from Romulus and beyond will 
seek advice from this a local 
farmer this spring. His name is 
Bruno Joblinski and for 50 
years he has sold feed and fer- 
tilzer from his farm store on 
Eureka Road east of Mid- 
dlebelt Road. His advice is 
given willingly and for free. 

Bruno admits that much of 
what he knows was learned at 
his father’s knee but adds that 
the feed and fertilizer business 
was his idea. 

On a beautiful, sunny albeit 
chilly day, from his business 
behind his house, he contem¬ 
plated the busier days ahead. 

“Before my wife died, we 
serviced over 200 customers a 
day. We sold a quarter of a mil¬ 
lion dollars in a year and had 
$75,000 worth of stock,” he. 
stated. 

With true affection, he recal¬ 
led his wife of 42 years, Anne, 
who died one year ago last 
March. 

“We got married on her 28th 
birthday. We rode a horse and 
buggy all the way out here and 
she cried. She wasn’t a farmer 
and our farm was a long way 
from anywhere. 

“But she caught on and was 
the best partner I could have 
ever asked for,” Joblinski said. 

Together they raised their 
son, Thomas, who uses the 
barn buildings for his trailer 
business. 

“I’m 75 years old and must 
be the only person who sleeps in 
the room where he was born. 
My great-grandfather built 
this house 144 years ago on tree 
stumps. Since then we’ve re¬ 
built the foundation and remod¬ 
eled the house. 

“My father met my mother 
when she worked at a match 


factory in Detroit. Two weeks 
later they were married. They 
raised five children here. Four 
still live in Romulus and one 
lives in Monroe,” he recalled. 

Joblinski remembers many 
things about life around Romu¬ 
lus. “I remember when Eureka 
Road was paved in 1916. There 
were only 12 farms from here 
east to Fort Street. It was no¬ 
thing to walk to New Boston, 
Romulus or Wyandotte.” 

“I witnessed the first air¬ 
plane land at the airport in 
1926. It carried only one pas¬ 
senger,’’he noted. 

Joblinski can tell you that his 
great-grandfather paid $700 for 
40 acres in 1842, that the old barn 
which burned in 1894 was rebuilt 
for $1,500 and when he was 
young potatoes sold for 25 cents 
per 100 pounds. 

But Bruno Joblinski excells 
at diagnosing soils and bugs 
and naming their remedy. He’s 
like the old country doctor who 
dispenses seasoned advice for 
his neighbors’ benefit. 

Spring is here and as the 
seeds of fruits, flowers and 
vegetables are germinated so 
are the seeds of wisdom dis¬ 
persed by our local gardening 
guru. 

“It’s time to work up that 
soil,” he enthusiastically 
states. “Peas, beets, onions, 
carrots, potatoes or early cab¬ 
bage could have been planted. 
-These seeds take longer to ger¬ 
minate. After the frost, beans, 
corn, cucumbers, tomatoes 
and peppers can be planted. If 
there is a frost warning, cover 
them. When you plant too ear¬ 
ly, insects come to the surface 
of the wet soils and lunch on 
your plants. 

“Use a low nitrogen and high 
phosphate and high potassium 
fertilizer, 6-24-24, on these 
vegetables. Everybody likes it.

Youth crime programs offers alternatives 


The program has been 
funded by money from a block 
grant, a Hudson Webber Grant 
and by the City of Romulus. 
Three people including Leduc 
will administrate the program. 
At the present time, there are 
20 trained volunteers. 

“Once the parent and youth 
have agreed to be in the prog¬ 
ram, a counselor will be match¬ 
ed with the youth. 

“The volunteers are just con¬ 
cerned citizens who have a 
basic interest in kids. They 
have 12 hours of training and 
will donate 2-4 hours per week 
with a youth. Counselors will 
receive ongoing special train¬ 
ing sessions monthly. The 
training will include how to talk 
with youth about problem solv¬ 
ing and behavior goals,” Leduc 
explained. 

“The program is community 
based and mostly city funded. 
We have an advisory board of 
local people from the police, 
school, church and Help 
Center. 

“Mayor McAnally and In¬ 
spector John Lewis actively 
sought the program for Romu¬ 
lus,” credited Leduc. 

“Althouth there is no real 
youth problem in Romulus, we 
want to help the kids who may 
need a little extra guidance or 
just someone to talk with.” 

Leduc has a Masters Degree 
in Social Work and Community 
Organization from the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan. 

The Youth Assistance Office 
is located in the Romulus Fire 
Station Number Four on Eure¬ 
ka Road east of Middlebelt.

Young lawbreakers now 
have the opportunity to avoid 
the juvenile court system 
through the newly instituted 
Romulus Youth Assistance 
Program. 

A diversionary program was 
designed for delinquent and 
predelinquent youth according 
to Margaret Leduc the prog¬ 
ram supervisor which began 
accepting referrals yesterday. 

“This is an alternative solu¬ 
tion,” she emphasized. “It is 
designed to prevent the de¬ 
velopment of more serious 
problems later in life through 
early intervention,” she 
stated. 

“Referrals will come from 
schools, courts, police, chur¬ 
ches, parents and voluntary 
admissions. These young kids 
may have been truant, shoplif¬ 
ters or vandals. They are 
usually first offenders and not 
hard-core criminals. Basical¬ 
ly, their behavior is inappropri¬ 
ate,” stated Leduc. 

“The program is not only li¬ 
mited to formal referrals, but 
any parent or youth can call for 
help. Their age can range from 
7 to 16,” she added. 

“Garden City, Livonia and 
Redford also have the prog¬ 
ram. The Romulus program 
closely patterns that of Livonia 
which was instituted three 
years ago. Oakland County 
also offers the service and 
Wayne County is about to start

In a surprise move, state 
Sen. William Faust (D- 
Westland) announced this week 
that he would seek another 
four-year term for the Senate 
this November. 

Faust made the announce¬ 
ment at an informal press con¬ 
ference Monday saying that 
“this decision does not come 
with a great deal of enthu¬ 
siasm.” 

“I don’t have any single pur¬ 
pose or single goal on my re¬ 
turn. I don’t know what kind of 
opposition I’ll face but I’m sure 
some will emerge. Let’s try to 
bring home the bacon one more 
time for the 12th District.” 

The five-term state senator 
who was first elected to the post 
in 1966 has campaigned un¬ 
apposed for the seat in three of 
the five elections. He also 
served as Senate Majority 
Leader until the Republicans 
took over the majority in 1982. 
Although confident that he will 
face opposition in both the prim- 
ary and general elections, 
Faust was certain that his past 
record could serve as his focus 
in the campaign. 

The announcement came as 
a surprise for many local politi¬ 
cians and residents who had ex¬ 
pected the 57-year-old West- 
land resident who is confined to 
a wheelchair to step down from 
the seat. However, when 
queried as to whether his term 
would be one to sit back and 
enjoy the improved economic 
conditions of the state and 
country which he helped cre¬ 
ate, Faust smiled and agreed. 

Although stressing a low-key

The youths meet with their 
counselor once a week for six 
months. In a follow-up, they 
will meet once every six 
months for two years. Leduc 
said the program has been in 
the preparation stage for the 
past year and opened for busi¬ 
ness yesterday.

campaign, the state senator 
said he will attempt to address 
several local issues next term.

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Limousines lure Romulus riders 


Four limousine services 
operate in Romulus. Before 
last year there were none. 

“We’ve got more business 
than we can handle,” said 
James Mack Jr., president of 
Marqui Limousine, before the 
city council last week. 

“This is the fourth request 
for service in the last two 
months,” said Councilman 
Noah Bergeron during the 
councilmeeting which saw 
approval of the license. 

Not all four were approved, 
according to City Clerk Linda 
Choate. “One person just didn’t 
show up,” Choate said. 

Mack explains the phe¬ 
nomena this way, “Competi¬ 
tive pricing and an easing of 
money in the economy have 
created a real boom in this 
business.” 

Ann Purdy owner of Premier 
Limousine based in Taylor 
said, “Everyday people are 
now using limos.” 

“At any particular time 20 
limousines can be found lined 


up in front of the airport. But 
only four companies have a 
license to operate in Romu¬ 
lus,” said Choate. 

“We really have no way of 
distinguishing the privately- 
owned vehicles from the com¬ 
mercial ones. They are all re¬ 
quired by law to be licensed but 
maybe they are unaware of 
that,” she added. 

Long, sleek, luxurious 
limousines carry passengers 
from all walks of life. “We have 
our corporate accounts but 
many of our runs are for 
proms, weddings and dinners. 
This is a very busy time of year 
for us,” explained Purdy. 

“We get many calls from pa¬ 
rents requesting service for 
their children. They are con¬ 
cerned about drinking and 
their child’s safety. We do not 
allow minors to drink in our 
vehicle,” said Purdy who has 
been operating since January 
of 1985. She, like many 
limousine services, belongs to 
the Michigan Limousine Oper¬ 



ators Association. 

The Purdy stretch limousine 
offers a moon roof, television, 
radio, VCR, air conditioning 
and a bar and can accommo¬ 
date up to six people. Their 
next vehicle on order will hold 
eight passengers. 

“Most of the owners and 
operators are just like you and 
me. They’re people with credit 
who are able to get financing. 
Often they are just getting into 
business,” noted Choate. 


Aside from Marqui and Pre¬ 
mier, Holland Limousine and 
Econ Limousine are also 
licensed in Romulus. None of 
the companies are headquar¬ 
tered here. 

“Limousines offer a unique 
and exceptional service. 
They’re service oriented and 
operate with the highest regard 
for the passenger,” stated 
Mack. 

A new limousine costs appro¬ 
ximately $45,000. 


Local businesses urge prom night safety 


Two local businesses are 
going to the Romulus prom 
together this Friday night.

Distributors have joined forces 
with local schools to promote 
no drinking while driving. 

Rush’s Flowers on Henry 
Ruff Road will enclose a busi¬ 
ness card donated by Central 
Distributors with every cor¬ 
sage sold. The card reads, “Be¬ 
cause we care, we urge you to 
enjoy the occasion safely and 
responsibly. Please don’t drink 
and drive.” 

Ed Rush, owner said, “Two 
hundred corsages have been 
ordered for this weekend alone. 
If you can save one kid’s life, 
it’s worth it. “We don’t want to 
tell the kids what to do, just be 
responsible. 

“Here’s a company that sells 
beer and liquor but wants kids 
to be sensible. We want to help 
keep a happy occasion from 
turning tragic,” he continued. ” 

“Parents, teachers and cler¬ 
gy are telling kids not to drink. 
If people in the alcohol industry 
tell them not to abuse alcohol, 
we might create a different 
perception,” said Nancy Col- 


ina, special projects director at 
Central Distributing on Gor- 
such Road. 

“Eight thousand cards have 
been distributed in this area. 
The joint effort has been well 
received. Responses have been 
tremendous. This is really a 
local effort. 

“We decided to do this in con¬ 
junction with the florist be¬ 
cause it would be a last remin¬ 
der before kids go off to the 
prom. Prom night is a fun 
night. We want to keep it that 
way,” she emphasized. 

This joint business effort is in 
addition to the efforts of local 
schools. 

Students and officials have 
joined together in a program 
called’ “Project Graduation.” 

“The program is in its third 
year,” said Phyllis Cebula who 
together with Jan Haynes, 
Mike Teasdale, Bob 
Beauchamp, Phyllis Adkins. 
Mark Anderson and Don 
Kobane are teachers coordi¬ 
nating the project at Romulus 
High School. 

“We work with a group of ab¬ 
out 50 students who are desig¬ 
nated leaders from all areas of 
the school. A number of activi¬ 


ties have been planned as part 
of the project. 

“The kids are really commit¬ 
ted and very responsive to the 
project. There is a definite con¬ 
trol on their part. They have 
lost three fellow students this 
year from a suicide, a stabbing 
and an auto accident. They 
have a great awareness of los¬ 
ing somebody,” she said. 

The students have been 
asked to sign a pledge and have 
their parents sign as well. It 
reads, “I promise to do my part 
to have a safe prom/graduation 
season. I will not drink and 
drive. I will not drive with 
someone who has been drink¬ 
ing. If I need a ride I will call 
home for one.” 

The parents also have a 
pledge which both student and 
parent are asked to sign. It 
reads, “I promise to offer a 
ride to my child if he or she 
should need it. No questions 
asked. Further, I agree to su¬ 
pervise parties held in my 
home and to not serve alcoholic 
beverages to minors.” 

“Channel 4 has said they 
would attend the prom of any 
school who pledged to have a 
safe prom. They were there 


last year and said they might 
be there this year,” said 
Cebula. 

The prom this year will be at 
the Roostertail in Detroit as it 
was last year. “Last year the 
staff of the Roostertail was 
very complimentary about our 
seniors. They noted that not 
one liquor bottle was found 
anywhere on their grounds. 
Bottles are often found in the 
shrubs, bathrooms or parking 
lot. They said this had never 
happened before,” she said. 

“So not only were they safe 
but they also had a good time,” 
she added. 

“It has reached the point that 
we don’t have to preach but just 
have to say, “Just be a friend.” 
The theme for this year is, 
“Friends for life.” We want ev¬ 
erybody to be at their ten year 
renunion,” she stated. 

Local youth officer, John 
Swagner added, “Last year be¬ 
tween May 9 and June 15 there 
were no accidents or arrests in¬ 
volving high school students 
and drinking. 

“What we want to tell these 
young adults is don’t drive if 
you drink and we prefer that 
you don’t drink,” said Cebula.

CHAPTER III ARTICLE 2 

AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF SIDEWALKS: TO CONSTRUCT OR 
ORDER THE CONSTRUCTION OF SIDEWALKS: TO PROVIDE AN APPEALS PROCESS: TO 
PROVIDE FOR THE PAYMENT THEREOF: TO PROVIDE A PENALTY FOR VIOLATION 


SHORT TITLE: SIDEWALK ORDINANCE 
THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

SECTION 1. DEFINITIONS. 

1.00 For the purpose of this Ordinance, the following terms, 
phrases, words and their derivations shall have the meaning 
given herein. When not inconsistent with the context, words 
used in the present tense include the future; words in the 
plural include the singular number, and words in the singular 
number include the plural number. The word “shall” is al¬ 
ways mandatory and not merely permissive. 

1.01 “COUNCIL” is the City Council of the City of Romulus, 
Michigan 

1.02 “SIDEWALK” is a concrete pedestrian foot path meeting the 
specifications as herein contained. 

1.03 “INSPECTOR” is the City of Romulus Building Inspector. 

1.04 “ENGINEER” is the City of Romulus Engineer. 

1.05 “EXPANSION JOINT” — a complete separation in the con¬ 
crete sidewalk filled with a bituminous premolded joint filler. 

1.06 “CONTRACTION JOINT” — a place of weakness caused by 
scribing the concrete sidewalk to a sufficient depth to control 
the location of cracking. 

SECTION 2. SPECIFICATIONS AND PERMITS. 

2.00 No person shall construct, rebuild or repair any sidewalk 
except in accordance with the line, grade, slope and speci¬ 
fications approved by the Engineer, nor without first obtain¬ 
ing a written permit from the Inspector, except that sidewalk 
repairs of less than fifty (50) square feet may be made without 
a permit. The said written permit shall be prominently dis¬ 
played on the construction site. The fee for such permit shall 
be established by the Building Department. 

2.01 The location and grade of sidewalks shall be shown on site 
development and grading plans for the principal structure 
under consideration for a Building Permit, and said location 
and grade of the Sidewalk shall be approved upon review by 
the City of Romulus prior to issuance of the Building Permit 
for the principal building. 

2.02 Wherever possible, the Building Department shall direct that 
the construction of the sidewalk be on a line parallel with the 
edge of the road right-of-way, and that it be contained within 
said right-of-way and that its inside edge be one (1) foot from 
the edge of the road right-of-way. 

SECTION 3. LINE AND GRADE STAKES. 

3.00 Line and grade stakes as may be necessary for proper control 
of the work shall be approved by the Building Department, 
but this does not relieve the owner of the responsibility for 
making careful and accurate measurements in constructing 
the work to the approval of the City. 

SECTION 4. SIDEWALK SPECIFICATIONS. 

4.00 Sidewalks shall be constructed of four (4) inch thick, 2,500 
pound per square inch, Portland cement concrete poured on a 
minimum foundation of four (4) inches of compacted sand. 
Sidewalks shall be a minimum of five (5) feet wide. In each 
instance, sidewalks will be installed with a slope towards the 
street side, constructed to the grades approved by the City, 
with those portions crossed by driveways a minimum of six 
(6) inches in thickness. Contraction joints must be spaced 
every five (5) feet and expansion joints must be spaced every 
.forty (40) feet. One (1) inch thick, six (6) inch wide expansion 
joints must be constructed wherever the sidewalk touches a 
street curb. The City Council, upon the recommendation of 
the Engineer, may upgrade or add specifications as it deems 
necessary to properly construct a sidewalk. 

SECTION 5. SIDEWALK INSPECTION 

5.00 The owner of each lot will be responsible to see that the 
Inspector is notified at least twenty-four (24) hours in advance 


of the pouring of any sidewalk. The work shall not proceed 
until the Inspector shall have inspected the rails and sub¬ 
grade and passed the work as suitable and in conformance 
with the grade and specifications. The sidewalk shall also be 
subject to a final inspection after ail work has been com¬ 
pleted. 

SECTION 6. PERMIT REVOCATION. 

6.00 The Inspector may revoke any permit issued under the terms 
of this Ordinance for incompetency or failure to comply with 
the terms of this Chapter, or the rules and regulations, plans 
and specifications established by the Inspector for the con¬ 
struction, reconstruction or repair of any sidewalk. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to construct, rebuild or repair any 
sidewalk on a site where the sidewalk permit has been re¬ 
voked until a new permit has been secured. 

SECTION 7. ORDERING CONSTRUCTION. 

7.00 The City herewith mandates that all developments which 
require site plan approval shall provide sidewalks as part of 
their site improvements. 

7.01 The Council may, by resolution, require the owners of lots 
and premises to construct or repair sidewalks in the public 
streets adjacent to and abutting upon such lots and premises, 
provided, however, enforcement of such resolution would be 
deferred until such time as the Council shall hold a public 
meeting relative to the ordering of the sidewalk construction 
and shall notify all property owners involved of the time and 
place of the hearing. Sidewalks constructed pursuant to the 
provisions of this Ordinance on the right-of-way of state high¬ 
ways or county roads must have the approval of the state or 
county highway authority having jurisdiction over the high¬ 
way or road. 

7.02 The ordering construction as herein provided shall give the prop¬ 

erty owner not less than thirty (30) days within which to comply 
with the resolution of the Council pertaining to said sidewalk 
construction. 

SECTION 8. CONSTRUCTION BY CITY 

8.00 If the owner of any lot or premises shall fail to build any particu¬ 
lar sidewalk as described in said notice, and within the time and 
manner required thereby, the Inspector is hereby authorized and 
required, immediately after the expiration of the time limited for 
the construction or rebuilding by owner, to cause such sidewalk to 
be constructed and the expense thereof, plus ten percent (10%), 
shall be charged to such premises and the owner thereof, and 
collected at the rate of twenty percent (20%) per year over a 
period of five (5) years, if the property owner should elect. Such 
installation payments however, shall be subjected to an interest 
charge on any unpaid balances at the rate of nine percent (9%) per 
annum. 

SECTION 9. SIDEWALK MAINTENANCE. 

9.00 All sidewalks within the City shall be kept and maintained in 
good repair by the owner of the land adjacent to and abutting 
upon the same; and if any owner shall neglect to keep and 
maintain the sidewalk along the front, rear or side of the land 
owned by him in good repair and safe for the use of the public, 
the said owner shall be liable to the City for any damages 
recovered against the City sustained by any person by reason 
of said sidewalk being unsafe and out of repair. 

SECTION 10. SIDEWALK APPEALS. 

10.00 Powers. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals. 

A. Variances. Grant variances to or vary the specifications of 
this chapter. 

B. Waivers. Waive the requirements thereof, when it is satis¬ 
fied by a two-thirds (2/3) vote thereof, after the presenta¬ 
tion of competent evidence that there is the existence of a 
unique circumstance. 


10.01 Standards. 

In determining the existence of any one or more of the pre¬ 
vious conditions, the Zoning Board of Appeals shall consider: 

A. Underground Facilities. The presence or absence of 
underground sewer, water or drainage facilities beneath 
the area where the sidewalk would be installed, f 

B. Unusual Physical Characteristics. Unusual physical char¬ 
acteristics resulting in engineering difficulty of either de¬ 
sign or installation. 

10.02 Delays in Construction. 

The Director of the Building Department may determine, by 
applying the standards set forth in Section 10.01 thereof, that 
a sidewalk cannot be constructed in front of a proposed struc¬ 
ture at the time of the principal construction. 

In such a case, the Director of the Building Department may 
order that a certain sum of cash money be deposited in an 
escrow account by the applicant to guarantee the construc¬ 
tion. The amount of the deposit shall be determined by the 
Romulus Building Department, which shall be equivalent to 
the estimate of construction cost to be incurred, and shall be 
refunded to the applicant, his successor or designee, upon the 
completion of the construction conforming to the specifica¬ 
tions and standards of this Chapter. 

The applicant, his successor or designee shall have one (1) 
year from the time of the deposit to commence construction 
of the sidewalk. If no sidewalk construction is commenced 
within that time, said sum shall be forfeited to the City, which 
shall use it for construction of sidewalks. 

SECTION 11. PENALTY FOR VIOLATION. 

11.00 In the event any person shall violate any of the provisions of 
this Ordinance, he shall be deemed to be guilty of a misde¬ 
meanor and punishable by a fine not to exceed five hundred 
dollars ($500.00), or by imprisonment for a term not to exceed 
ninety (90) days, or by both fine and imprisonment, in the 
discretion of the court. 

SECTION 12. REPEALER. 

12.00 All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed only to the extent necessary to give this 
ordinance full force and effect.

13.00 This Ordinance shall take effect immediately upon publica¬ 
tion in the Romulus Roman, a newspaper of general circula¬ 
tion in the City of Romulus.

Hospital Authority Sawsuit 


Dismantling 
proposal on 
schedule

A show cause hearing in the 
lawsuit between the Peoples 
Community Hospital Authority 
and the Service Employees In¬ 
ternational Union Local 79 has 
again been rescheduled. 

The case, which was origi¬ 
nally scheduled for April 4 and 
then rescheduled for April 25, 
has been tentatively set for 2 
p.m. May 23 in Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge Helen 
White’s Courtroom. 

The suit was filed by SEIU- 
Local 79 in an attempt to stop 
the PCHA from a proposed 
move to dismantle the Author¬ 
ity, a move that may cost the 
union and the more than 1,500 
non-professional employees it 
represents jobs, according to a 
union spokesman. 

Paul Policicchio, second vice 
president of the local union, 
said earlier this year that the 
current status of the Authority 
should remain intact. This, he 
claims, will allow the pro¬ 
community stance the hospit¬ 
als have maintained for more 
than 40 years to continue ensur¬ 
ing the future of jobs for the 
employees. 

“We don’t believe the Au¬ 
thority should be dissolved . . . 
we are going to eliminate 
health care for those who can¬ 
not afford other health care.” 

B. Ward Smith, the attorney 
representing the PCHA in the 


case, said that although the two 
sides have conducted some in¬ 
formal discussions, he is ready 
to go to court to get a summary 
judgment (dismissal) of the 
case. 

“I can’t negotiate with them. 
They can quit any time they 
want. The court date is still 
on,” Smith said. 

Policicchio failed to return 
several calls to comment on the 
suit this week. 

Meanwhile, Pat Norton, one 
of the 47 members on the PCHA

Today we’re going to break one of our own 
rules. 

It has long been our policy to pretty much 
ignore announcements of candidacy...those 
news releases every politician and campaign 
worker seems to think belong on the front 
page with picture of the candidate and a head¬ 
line suitable for the exclusive story of the 
second coming of Christ. 

Usually, we accept the announcement, file 
it with all the others and when everyone who 
has a desire to serve in the political arena has 
announced that intent, tell our readers who is 
seeking election and as much about them and 
the issues as we can. It saves a great deal of 
confusion, and prevents even the appearance 
of any favoritism to any candidate. Favorit¬ 
ism comes only after a meeting of the edito¬ 
rial staff and the publisher when endorse¬ 
ments are decided - usually after long debate, 
too much pizza and an endless stream of ques¬ 
tions. 

Today, however, we’re going to break that 
rule. State Senator William Faust has 
announced that he will seek re-election to the 
post in which he has served for 20 years. That 
is news that we cannot ignore and his can¬ 
didacy does not seem to fit in with the usual 
press-release announcements. 

William Faust is a man who has won the 
respect and admiration of all those who have 
worked and dealt with him. He is not only an 
excellent senator and a good politician, he is a 
fine human being. 

Faust is a gentleman. Some would assert 
these days that being a politician precludes 
the title of gentlemen...those individuals have 
not met Bill Faust, nor seen him in action. 

His announcement came as a surprise to 
many who expected that, at 57, he would re¬ 
tire, leaving the seat he has filled so well open 
to those younger or newer at the political 
game. He admitted this week that he had been 
tempted to do just that--he had faced the 
death of his father recently and the sale of his 
businesses in the north of the state, both of 
which had caused him to seriously consider 
retirement. 

But as his political counterparts and 


friends asked him about the decision he was 
considering, as he puts it, “I just couldn’t 
come up with a good reason not to run.” 

That doesn’t mean he’s any less than enthu¬ 
siastic about his job, or that he approaches it 
with any less dedication or fervor than he did 
20 years ago. What it means, in our opinion, is 
that here is a public servant who is truly good 
at his job and loves his work enough not to 
want to leave it. 

He could walk away with grace and the gra¬ 
titude of every community he serves and with 
accolades from both political parties, for his 
record of service commands a respect that 
crosses any party barriers. And while Faust

Too much of a good thing 


We are not against civic organizations. 

We believe in altruism, in the work of city 
groups and we fully understand the benefit of 
all the good work and contribution to the wel¬ 
fare of cities that they provide. We aren’t bad 
guys, okay? Okay. Keeping that in mind, 
understanding that we’re full cognizant of the 
charitable and good intentions of those who 
sponsor them, we’ve hereby go on record as 
voting for the abolition of the infernal carniv¬ 
als at the corner of Michigan Avenue and 
Wayne Road. 

Perhaps it’s the undignified, albeit control¬ 
led, controversy at Wayne City Council meet¬ 
ings about which group gets to sponsor the 
next one, perhaps it’s the nearly constant 
arrival of the rides and trucks and trailer 
which seem to have become a nearly perma¬ 
nent fixture at the site, or perhaps it’s some of 
the off-the-record conversations we’ve had 
with police officers regarding the consequ¬ 
ences of the visits. 

There is nothing wrong with the carnivals - 
but once a year would be fine. Romulus, for 
instance, has the same type of carnival each 
year at the annual Michigan Week celebra¬ 
tion. Everyone has a good time, and once a 
year is fun and something new and exciting 
for everybody. But the Wayne situation 


seems to be nearly continual...although we’re 
well aware it does only seem that way. 

While the carnival ride owners certainly 
can’t be held responsible for the conduct of 
those attending the attractions, nearby mer¬ 
chants have suffered thousands of dollars in 
vandalism during the term of the carnival 
activity. And while the civic groups and the 
ride owners do their level best to clean up the 
site, there usually is quite a mess following 
the departure of the activities. 

We understand that the site may soon be 
developed, leaving no room for the carnivals 
at that particular spot. We would hope the 
members of the Wayne City Council would 
think long and hard before allowing the mov¬ 
ing of such an enterprise into a park in any 
residential neighborhood. If such approval is 
given, then the frequency of these carnivals 
should be sharply curtailed. 

They are an efficient fundraiser and the 
money earned undoubtedly goes for good 
causes - but perhaps this is a charity that is 
just too costly. 

We would hope that other cities, too, would 
exercise prudence in approval of these activi¬ 
ties and consider area merchants and local 
citizens-when approving these requests. 

Too much of a good thing can negate even 
the most charitable and pure of motives.

'May 5, 1886. Diphtheria 
rages in Springwells (in 1886 
Springwells was a Township 
between the township of 
Ecorse and the city of Detroit.) 

Spring hats and spring show¬ 
ers, a delightful mixture, espe¬ 
cially if it is the first time you 
have worn it. 

One of Ypsilanti’s bucket 
shops has busted. Kick the 
other out and then the town will 
be fit to dwell in. 

Next Friday evening will 
perhaps be the most auspicious 
event in the history of Bellevil¬ 
le. Col. Sylvester Lamed, 
Michigan’s hero, will, deliver 
one of his great speeches at 
Music Hall and will be ably sup¬ 
ported by little Minnie Sands, 
our favorite singer, Jennie Sitl- 
ington and many others. A 
rousing reception will be 
' accorded Col. Larned and his 
''Detroit Friends at the depot 
Friday evening. Turn out and 
" witness the ovation. The Belle¬ 


ville Cornet Band and the Tyler 
Street Martial Band will act as 
escorts. 

Last Friday evening about 7 
o’clock the strains of strange 
music were wafted to the ears 
of our citizens and a few mo¬ 
ments later the Tyler Street 
Martial Band put in an appear¬ 
ance playing enlivening music. 
The effect was magical, our 
streets were soon filled with 
people and vehicles came from 
all directions. At 7:30 the Belle- 
ville Cornet Band paraded 
Main Street adding more life to 
the occasion, reaching the hall 
at 8 o’clock.

A bill approved by the legisl¬ 
ature and sent to the governor 
gets more exact about non¬ 
smoking areas in restaurants 
and puts some bite into that 
law. 

In recent years, the com¬ 
plaints of those who oppose 
smokers, or object to being ex¬ 
posed to smoke from tobacco 
users, have become louder and 
more frequent. 

Although there are argu¬ 
ments for both sides on this 
issued, there has been general 
agreement that non-smokers 
at least should be allowed an 
area in restaurants where they 
can dine without smoke. 

This led several years ago to 
a law which requires food ser¬ 
vice establishes with a seating 
capacity of 50 or more to have a 
non-smoking area available 
and to seat customers in it at 
their request. 

That law does not, however,

near each other, and that they 
be located so as not to discri¬ 
minate against non-smokers. 

The bill would require that 
the Michigan Department of 
Public Health or local health 
departments chosen by the de¬ 
partment inspect restaurants 
to make sure they comply with 
the law. Non-compliance could 
lead to the suspension limita¬ 
tion or revocation of a res¬ 
taurants license. 

A local health department 
would have to investigate any 
written complaints within five 
days. If it found that the law 
was being violated, it could 
order the violation corrected 
within two days. If it is not cor¬ 
rected, a local health officer 
could order a restaurant closed 


in many instances of com¬ 
pliance with the letter, but not 
the intent, of the law, such as 
restaurants that place the non- 
, smoking “area” or table 
squarely between unmarked 
areas. 

This can be done because the 
existing law is not specific and 
there is no practical means to 
enforce it. 

Although the debate con¬ 
tinues in the scientific com¬ 
munity over the seriousness of 
the impact, if any, that sides¬ 
tream or secondhand smoke 
has on a person’s health, there 
are those who feel that the 
rights of non-smokers should 
be considered, if only because 
they object to the smell of or 
irritation caused by smoke.

But all the success hasn’t 
jaded Wilkerson or his team. 

“I really don’t know what 
to expect,” Wilkerson said. 
“I’ve never been a grand 
marshall before. I don’t have 
a job description. But it’ll be 
fun.” 

One problem Wilkerson 
faces is transportation for his 
somewhat bigger-than- 
average contingent - which

there were six weeks of 
beautiful weather then on our 
week, rain. So this year we 
are minimizing that effect. 
We will have what I call 
shade protection. It’s much 
more optimistic. 

“There are many special 
events being held this year. 
Last year we had two wheel¬ 
chair people enter the 10- 
kilometer run. This year, we 
expect over 20. And they don’t 
like the reference handicap¬ 
ped but physically challenged 
or p.c. In the race they are 
called “wheelers.” Every¬ 
body has seen joggers but the 
“wheelers” are something to 
watch as they spin around the 
corners and roll down the 
street. 

“With our computerized 
finish line we can handle up to 
400 runners,” explained 
Mach. 

Many business people are 
funding the tents. Kelsey 
Hayes, Chevrolet Pontiac of 
Canada and St. Lawrence 
Servo are among those gener¬ 
ous donors. 

Some of the local clubs are 
sponsoring booths or tents. 
The Kiwanis Club serves food 
from a gazebo. Romulus Police 
Reserves will have a food booth. 
The Arts Council will display 
student artwork. 

“There will even be a beer 
tent sponsored by the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce,” said Bill 
Crane, president of the 
Romulus Central Business 
District Association. 

And the bingo tent will be 
sponsored by the South Little 
League. 

“Romulus Police will set up 
a security trailer on the fes¬ 
tival grounds behind the re¬ 
creation center near the car¬ 
nival. They will fingerprint 
children all weekend,” said 
Mach. 

“Most of prizes have been 
donated by the local 
businesses. Our support has 
been good this year. We hope 
to make it the biggest and 
oest ever,” said Dennis 
Davidson also on the festival 
committee. 

“One of our latest develope- 
ments is the decorating of 
grocery bags. The two local 
grocers, IGA and Ted’s Mar¬ 
ket donated enough bags for 
each child in the schools. 
They will win prizes for the 
best decorated bag and then 
be returned to the store 
where they will again be used 
for groceries. It’s just a little 
extra publicity. 

“At the banks, we’ve in¬ 
cluded our fliers in their mail¬ 
ers,” said Mach. 

“The parade is the kick-off 
event. The festival costs ab¬ 
out $20,000. Anything over 
that amount goes back into 
the community. One year we 
bought a portable P.A. sys¬ 
tem. Another year we purch¬ 
ased park equipment. This 
year we hope to erect a pavil- 
lion with money earned. 

“It’s a great event. It’s non- 
partisan and for all age 
groups. Our specialty is the 
entire family. It’s going to be 
a lot of fun,” said Mach.

Guess who’s coming to 
Romulus? It's the Chainsaw 
Man of Michigan. He won't be 
here to film another massacre 
movie but to demonstrate his 
unique craft before visitors at 
Romulus Festival Week. 

World reknown sculptor Dr. 
Kenneth D. Boshell, OB (Obste- 
tree-trix) of Sterling Heights 
will carve the trunk of a tree for 
a lucky raffle winner at the fes¬ 
tival on Sunday afternoon. 

“The sculpture will be 
carded from a six-foot log and 
nearly that size when com¬ 
pleted,'’ said Gayle Mach, fes¬ 
tival secretary. 

“He will be working before 


visitors to the festival all after¬ 
noon,” she added. 

The sculptures of Dr. Boshell 
are found in some very high 
places. His sculpture of the 
“Scottish Bagpiper” stands 
almost 20 feet at the Indian 
Wood Golf and Country Club in 
Lake Orion, Mich. A patriotic 
eagle perched on an American 
flag looks out over Lake St. 
Clair in Grosse Pointe. 

His life size and larger than 
life size sculptures in the 
shapes of men, women, birds, 
squirrels, eagles, Indians and 
totem poles can be found 
throughout the country in 
many obscure locations. 
There’s even a genuine replica 
of Hagar the Horrible and Road 
Runner. 


One totem pole sits in the 
middle of a golf course and re¬ 
flects the golf jargon: “eagle,” 
“badshot” and “birdie.” The 
30-foot tall sculpture took eight 
days to carve. 

Many of the carvings are free 
standing. Others are sculpted 
from remaining tree stumps. 

Boshell has become a 
celebrity with his craft. He has 
appeared on television and 
radio talk and news shows in¬ 
cluding the CBS Evening News 
with Dan Rather, P.M. Maga¬ 
zine and Good Afternoon De¬ 
troit. Several newspapers and 
magazines have written about 
his craft including TV Guide, 
the front page of the Detroit 
News and Free Press and 
American Heritage Society’s 


“Americana.” 

He has worked for celebrities 
such as Chris Schenkel of 
ABC’s Wide World of Sports. 
The Pensacola Florida Golf 
Association purchased a sculp¬ 
ture as a gift to Bob Hope. 

The Michigan Counsel of the 
Arts selected Boshell for a 
documentary titled, “Michi¬ 
gan Gold.” 

Upon seeing Boshell’s work, 
an art critic noted, “Dr. 
Boshell does not sacrifice de¬ 
tail to form, but rather bursts 
the bounds of a linear trunk to 
bend the mind’s eye to see na¬ 
ture boldly. He can move 
smoothly from caricature to 
more meaningful expressions 
and may go beyond to create an 
idealized abstraction.”

In winning stride 

Setting a course record for the race, 30-year-old Canton 
Township runner Craig Fuller won the West Bloomfield Half 
Marathon race recently in a time of 1:08.54. The previous record 
for the race was established by Royal Oak’s Larry Fisher who 
covered the distance in 1:10.21 in 1984. Also from Canton were 
first place winner of the men’s open, Steve Ostrovich (1:12.45) 
and second place winner of the men’s masters, Bill Boyd 
(1:13.33). Ten other Canton runners took part and finished the 
race which was run for the 10th time this year. 


As the saying goes, “Sail on, 
O Ship of State,”, the John 
Glenn baseball title ship sailed 
on last week as the Rockets 
took five of six games, all from 
Western Lakes Activities Asso¬ 
ciation foes.

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Phyllo dough 


All it takes is one tiny bite of 
that heavenly Greek confection 
we call Baklava to taste the 
flakiness. Observe the gossim- 
er crusts part like the Red Sea 
when touched with a fork while 
nibbling a Hungarian strudel. 
These are but two of the best 
known examples of the major 
uses of phyllo dough. 

Phyllo (pronounced fee-low) 
is that flaky, tissue-thin, melt- 
in-your-mouth, Middle Eastern 
pastry which is the ideal wrap- 
up for an infinite variety of fill¬ 
ings from dainty appetizers 
and escargots to savory main 
courses and divine desserts. 

First off, let’s set the record 
straight. It is advised that you 
not attempt to make your own 
sheets of phyllo. An attempt 
was made to get Mrs. Koura- 
polmatis who lives down the 
street to become a “live-in” 
guest of my kitchen, but alas, 
Mr. Kourapolmatis chose to 
horde all her homemade phyllo 
for himself. Needless to say, 
making phyllo at home is 
tricky, time consuming, and 
you must work fast, because 
the almost transparent sheets 
dry out quickly. 

Commercially prepared 
phyllo (available fresh at 
Greek and Armenian stores 
and frozen in supermarkets) is 
thinner and finer than anything 
you could ever hope to produce 
in your own kitchen. If at all 
possible, purchase fresh 
“leaves,” as the most transpa¬ 
rent sheets of the dough are cal¬ 
led. Frozen dough may have 
been allowed to soften and then 
become refrozen, which so 
often causes the fragile leaves 
to disintegrate into shreds 
when you try to separate them. 
If you are lucky enough to find 
a shop that carries fresh 
leaves, find out when they are 
delivered and make plans to 
pick up a few batches that day. 

Freeze the extra phyllo your¬ 
self in double-wrapped and 
well-sealed bags or foil. You 
can keep phyllo in the fridge for 
about four to five days, provided 
you keep it wrapped tightly and 
in a slightly moist tea-towel. 


One of the secrets of a thin, 
homemade phyllo dough, 
should you choose to attempt 
the near-impossible, is choos¬ 
ing the correct flour. Hunga¬ 
rians mix two kinds of flour, 
hard wheat for body and soft 
wheat for its high gluten con¬ 
tent. Mrs. Kourapolmatis 
shared her secret recipe that 
uses three kinds of flour, hard, 
soft and instantized. All three 
can be purchased readily at 
most health food stores and 
good gourmet shops. 

Whatever you do, don’t hesi¬ 
tate to change the shapes and 
the fillings of any of the below 
listed recipes. A recipe given 
for a rectangular shape could 
also be baked in a large pie 
plate, then cut into wedges in¬ 
stead of squares. Mrs. K. loved 
to roll her phyllo in large, fat 
logs that puffed up after baking 
and were so golden delicate 
that they just crumbled when 
attacked with a fork. Experi¬ 
ment with fillings that range 
from cheese to stuffings to sim¬ 
ple sauteed vegetables. Even a 
meat loaf takes on an aura of 
elegance when enveloped in 
flaky phyllo. Most of all, enjoy! 

Bon Appetit! 

HOMEMADE STRUDEL 
(PHYLLO) DOUGH 
Makes 1 large or 2 small 
strudels 

3 A cup unsifted soft wheat flour 
3 A cup unsifted hard wheat 
flour 

3 A cup instantized flour 

Va teaspoon salt 

IV 2 teaspoons vinegar 

IV 2 teaspoons unsalted butter 

1 egg, lightly beaten 

Sift flour(s) and salt into a 
large bowl. Pour vinegar into a 
measuring cup and add enough 
warm water to make V 2 cup. 
Make a well in the center of the 
flour and add vinegar mixture, 
butter and egg. Mix with a 
wooden spoon and hands to 
make a dough, adding a few 
more drops of warm water if 
necessary. Turn dough onto a 
lightly floured board and knead 
until smooth and elastic and blis¬ 
ters form on the surface, about 
20 minutes. Pick up dough and

slap it hard on the board for 5 
minutes to remove any air 
pockets. Form dough into a 
ball, cover with a bowl and let 
rest for 45 minutes. Roll out as 
thinly as possible on a lightly 
floured surface. 

BURGUNDY ESCARGOTS 
BAKED IN PHYLLO 
24 escargot 

2 cups cheap burgundy 
V 2 cup butter, melted 
V 2 pound phyllo dough, cut 
into 2 inch strips 

Allow the escargots to marin¬ 
ate overnight in the burgundy. 

Butter and stack 3 sheets of 
the phyllo. Place an escargot 
on the lower corner and fold or 
roll the dough so that the edges 
are sealed. (Try the old flag 
folding technique.) Brush with 
melted butter and place on a 
baking sheet. Broil till golden. 

SEAFOOD STRUDEL 
2 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoons flour 
V 2 teaspoon mustardcayenne 
pepper to taste 
3 A cup milk, room temp. 

2 tablespoons whipping cream 

1 cup breadcrumbs 

Va cup parmesan cheese 
V 2 pound phyllo dough 
V 2 cup grated swiss cheese 

2 hard cooked eggs, chopped 
Va cup chopped parsley 

3 A cup sour cream 
Va cup green onions, chop 
1 large clove garlic, chop 
3 A pound butter, melted 
1 lb. cleaned, cooked fish of 
your choice (shrimps, monk, 
etc.) 

Melt 2 tablespoons butter in a 
small saucepan over low heat. 
Stir in flour to make a roux, 
stirring constantly till mixture 
begins to bubble. Remove from 
heat and add mustard, pinch of 
salt and cayenne pepper. Slow¬ 
ly stir in milk, place over 
medium heat and cook, stirring 
till mix bubbles and thickens. 
Add cream, cover and chill till 
very thin, about 2 hours. Pre¬ 
heat oven to 375 degrees. But¬ 
ter a baking sheet and combine 
breadcrumbs, parmesan and 
dry mustard in a small bowl. 
Brush each sheet of phyllo with 
remaining butter and a layer in 


the baking pan. Layer seafood 
evenly on the phyllo and 
sprinkle with swiss cheese and 
chopped egg, dot with sour 
cream. Sprinkle with parsley, 
green onions and garlic, then 
dot with chilled sauce. Roll up 
into a strudel form and seal 
edges in while rolling. Brush 
with melted butter and bake for 
12-15 minutes. Brush with more 
butter and continue baking for 
35 minutes (or till crisp and 
browned.) Dust with parmesan. 

APPLE STRUDEL 
1 pound phyllo dough 
1 lb. butter, melted 
3 A cup sugar 

1 cup chopped walnuts 

V 2 cup golden raisins, plumped 
IV 2 teaspoons cinnamon 

2 lbs. apples 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

Combine sugar, walnuts, 
raisins and cinnamon in a bowl. 
Set aside. Peel core and thinly 
slice the apples into a large 
bowl. Sprinkle with lemon juice 
and toss thoroughly. Add raisin 
mixture and mix well. Taste 
and add more sugar if apples 
are too tart. Brush half the 
phyllo with melted butter and 
stack in baking pan. Fill with 
apple-nut mix and top with re¬ 
maining phyllo, also brushed 
with butter. (Or, strudel can be 
rolled) Bake for 10 minutes at 
375 degrees, brush with more 
melted butter continue baking 
at 375 degrees for 35 minutes. 
Let cool slightly and serve 
dusted with powdered sugar.

Local psychic claims she has traveled to ‘the other side’ 



Lynne Browning and Pennie Forsythe peer into an astrology manual as one means of forecasting 
the future.

Forsythe says she has been psychic 
since early childhood but never really knew of her special human qualities until later in life. Today 
she describes herself as a “closet psychic” because she is reluctant to display her powers in 
public.

Life in 17th Century Ireland 
was rough, according to Kath¬ 
leen Dusseau, who claims to 
have lived in the country from 
1678 through 1714. But that life 
was no comparison with mod¬ 
ern America, she reported, 
coming back to the 20th Century 
to learn about the world of high 
technology. 

Dusseau, a “master” from 
“the other side” made the re¬ 
marks last week while trans¬ 
cending through the body of 34- 
year-old Pennie Forsythe in 
Canton. Although both admit 
that they would be perceived as 
slightly bizarre entities in a con¬ 
fused modern world, both claim 
that reincarnation, psychic abi¬ 
lities and the world of the un¬ 
known are as real as America, 
baseball and apple pie.. 

Forsythe never considered 
herself a psychic during child¬ 
hood thinking that seeing spirits 
was a normal phenomenon for 
humans. And even meeting up 
with Dusseau six years ago, the 
expectant mother of three today 
only considers herself a “closet 
psychic.” 

“When I was 13 or 14, it (her 
psychic ability) was for my 
family, close friends - no one 
else. That’s just not me,” For¬ 
sythe said. 

Her apparent extraordinary 
abilities became public, howev¬ 
er, when she became a trans¬ 
medium for Dusseau. 

According to Forsythe, a 
transmedium is someone who 
allows his own soul to leave his 
body and allow another soul 
from “the other side” to enter. 
During this period the human 
body functions normally, 
although it has a slightly lower 
body temperature. 

Forsythe likened the experi¬ 
ence to that of a seance without 
the mysterious candlelight 
atmosphere. She first started to 
trance six years ago after 
seeing Dusseau materialize 
from dust in the sunlight. 

The homemaker and wife of a 
teenager described the incident 


as bizarre and shocking. She 
said that while sitting in her liv¬ 
ing room one day she saw the 
sunlight hit the dust particles in 
the air in a most unusual 
fashion. At first she discarded 
the action as only nerves from a 


tiring day but when the body of a 
woman materialized, she said 
she knew that the situation was 
not just her imagination. 

Forsythe admitted that being 
a transmedium in the 1980s was 
not easy. It’s so difficult, she 
said, that she would gladly ex¬ 
change her superhuman powers 
in exchange for life as a “nor¬ 
mal” housewife and mother. 
But, Pennie Forsythe no longer 
has a say in the matter. 

“The other day she (Kathleen 
Dusseau) didn’t understand our 
way of living. So she decided she 
would come through and go to 
the unemployment office,” For¬ 
sythe said. “She grabbed some¬ 
one’s hand and said ‘hi, how are 
you.’ Every time she does 
something like that I say ‘God, 
she didn’t say anything did 
she?’” 

Forsythe said that Kathleen 
transcends at her will two or 
three times each day on the 
average, so often that Forsythe 
finds herself short of time to 
complete her daily duties as a 
housewife. 

While Kathleen is using her 
body, Pennie said that she can 
go to one of two places - “the 
other side” or in the midst of the 
room in which Kathleen is 
speaking. If she stays in the 
room, however, Pennie said 
that hearing the human voice is 
very difficult since human 


vibrations are much lower than 
those in the spiritual form. 

“I have until recently gone to 
the other side which is a dimen¬ 
sion in itself. Until you’ve been 
there, you don’t know how to ex¬ 
plain it. Technically I die when I 


go there but my silver cord (the 
alleged cord connecting the soul 
and the human body) isn’t se¬ 
vered,” Pennie said. 

Forsythe said that the whole 
concept of transcending in¬ 
volves energy and the conserva¬ 
tion of it. The “closet psychic” 
said that the energy level on 
earth is much lower than that on 
“the other side” and that when 
she is out of her body the couch 
in the living room is transparent 
and the motion of a running dog 
looks like a movie in very slow 
motion. 

The psychic said that anyone 
can astro-project or go to “the 
other side” with proper train¬ 
ing. And with classes that she, 
another psychic and Kathleen 
are offering in the coming 
months, Forsythe said proper 
training will be as close as a 
phone call away. 

Seeing is believing, Forsythe 
said, and many of her closest 
relatives are beginning to be¬ 
lieve in Kathleen and the con¬ 
nection with “the other side” af¬ 
ter being healed of various hu¬ 
man ailments. Even her own 
faith in the sometimes- 
outlandish events was restored, 
she said, when her own troubles 
with lupus disease were cured 
by Kathleen. 

“My dad is a very firm believ¬ 
er in this - it’s hard not to believe 
when you have diabetes and feet 
problems and all of the sudden 
you can walk right again,” she 


said. “But, how do you explain 
to people, ‘Oh, excuse me, in the 
middle of our conversation my 
entity might come through?”’ 

Forsythe lives in Redford and 
has been married for two years 
to a teenager who she believes is 
her long-lost twin from Atlantis. 
Apparently, 1,000 spiritual soles 
split in Atlantis during the early 
years of the earth and are now 
being joined back together by 
Kathleen. Pennie claims she is 
one such twin. 

Nevertheless, even as her 
lifestyle is scheduled to plunge 
her into the television and 
media limelight, Pennie wishes 
it were all just a dream. She’d 
rather practice her love for 
astrology, a characteristic she 
said she must have acquired in a 
past life as an astrologer. 


Nevertheless, she said she 
won’t fight Kathleen’s intrusion 
into her body and she won’t fight 
the being from “the other side” 
and her goal of educating the hu¬ 
man race with the true meaning 
of life-to learn valuable lessons 
in this world and the next, back 
and forth through reincarnation 
until all lessons are learned. Af¬ 
ter this time, Forsythe said one 


becomes a master similar to 
Kathleen Dusseau. 

“I have been terrified of 
crowds since I was a child. I am 
basically a very quiet person. I 
stay to myself. Kathleen wants 
crowds and wants to teach,” 
Pennie said. “I’m not like this. 
It’s not something I hate doing, 
but it’s just not something I real¬ 
ly want to do.”

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woman, she didn’t strike me as 
one with a very vast education 
or cultural background. Her 
voice was plainly American 
and her mannerisms distinctly 
of this century.

stretch downward to the Mex¬ 
ican border.

President Reagan will again 
be the target of an assassin’s 
bullet in March of next year but 
will again survive, according 
to Dusseau. He will live 
through his term, she said, 
although she could not say who 
will be the victor of the ’88 pres¬ 
idential contest. 

In three weeks, Kathleen 
predicted a British freighter 
will be hit by terrorists, the 
population in the world will de¬ 
cline as a deep famine hits Afri¬ 
ca and a U.S. military base in 
Sicily will also be a terrorism 
target.

Apparently in order to con¬ 
vince me that the whole scene 
was realistic and not the per¬ 
fectly plotted scene from a sci¬ 
ence fiction novel that I was im¬ 
agining, Kathleen offered me a 
few personal and worldly pre¬ 
dictions. 

Even though I found it hard 
to believe that a person as quiet 
and calm collected as me once 
scouted the seaways as a buc¬ 
caneer in my past life, I was 
impressed to know that my fu¬ 
ture was budding in my career 
and that my life would be long 
and for the most part happy. 

The world, however, did not 
have such an optimistic out¬ 
look, according to Kathleen.

Joanna Helium, the Westland < 
resident who placed an ad in the 
Associated Newspapers in ' 
search of a full-time job paying 
$6 per hour, is still out of work 
but two budding job offers have 
her more optimistic about the 
future of her job search. 

“I have two more pretty good 
leads from the ad. One was for 
Industrial Strainer, the other is 
for a trucking firm,” Helium 
said. “I had quite a few calls the 
first day but I was working. I’m 
just waiting to see what hap¬ 
pens.” 


Helium placed the ad two 
weeks ago offering a $100 re¬ 
ward to anyone able to find her a 
job that she believes will lead to 
a career opportunity and sup¬ 
port herself and her 6-year-old 
child. 

Brandt Services, a Westland- 
based foster care home, called 
the Associated Newspapers last 
week saying they had offered 
Helium a full-time job with the 
firm but the job seeker never 
showed up. 

According to the caller, Hel¬ 
ium was to show up March 20 for 
a position as a direct care work¬ 
er helping disbaled adults. In 
turn for the 37 to 40 hours each 
week of work, Helium would re¬ 
ceive $4.22 per hour, almost $2 
less than what she was request¬ 
ing in the classified advertise¬ 
ment. 

Helium said the story was 
true but that the official from 
Brandt Services had missed the 
point of her ad. 

“She really missed the point 
of the whole thing. I can work 
any place for $4 an hour. I can 
make $5 with Rita (her foster 
mother who also operates a fos¬ 
ter care facility). If I’m going to 
go to work with anyone it would 
be for $5. Why would I want to 
work for $4?” said Helium. 

Nevertheless, Helium said 
she will continue in persuit of a 
job that will lead to an eventual 
career. And according to the 
woman who now makes $3.40 at 
a part-time position in Canton, 
the search for a job cannot be 
any more uphill than it has 
already been.
